2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-26 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Herz et a). Herz et al teaches methods and systems for 
providing online and offline customized and tailored offers to consumers based upon the user's tracked and stored profiles [abstract]. A 
computer system stored user profiles in a database (123, 123, 124) as well as stores offer information in an offer database ( 1 22) [figure 
I]. The various databases and systems are taken to inherently include a maintenance engine so as to allow records to be created, read, 
updated and deleted from the database/system as is typical with relational database systems. The matching and customizing of offers 
particular to different users is taken to provide a feature of retrieving and, formulating and "adapting" offers. Herz et at teaches that 
probabilities of consumer-acceptances are determined as well as expected profits (effectiveness) [0007, 0008]. The user's interaction 
and selection of offers are tracked [0039], Changing prices of offers and tracking offer acceptance as taught by Herz et al inherently 
provides a changing context of offers, enabling determination of sensitivities to the change. Further, Herz et al teaches that user 
(continually updated) profiles reflect user pricing sensitivities [0005]. Herz et al teaches times associated with offers at least for the 
feature of offer expiration [0038]. The targeted creation/selection and tracking of offers inherently requires identification of the various 
offers/campaigns.
